Many .sections ut the United States 
learned years a^o that extracting large 
volumes of coal or ore from the ground 
cu n leave ugly scars, underground fires 
and o t h e r environmental problems 
which could take centuries to eradicate. 
Arizonans arr discovering that rob-

■ the earth of large quantities of 
water can have similar results, with 
perhaps even more disastrous conse­ 
quences. 
As one of the more arid as well as 
fastest growing states, Arizona has re­ 
lied heavily upon both importation and 
dulling deep into the ground for its wa­ 
ter resources. In recent years Arizona 
has pumped ever-increasing quantities 
»f water from the ground, causing the 
water tables to fall hundreds of feet. 


Beginning about tit) years ago surface 


ground — no longer supported by lakes 


of water — began to subside. Huge fis­ 


s u r e s have appeared with increasing 


frequency since then, at tim es close to 
populated areas. 
Tablelands in som e sections have 
subsided eight feet, and inches of lat­ 
eral movement are recorded in other 
areas each year. Cracks have appeared 
in numerous roads, including Interstate 
Highway 1-10,

Questions Remain As U.S. Enters 2nd War Decade

SAIGON (AIM — This week 
the United States starts its sec­ 
ond decade of direct involve- 
moot in Indochina. Reflecting a 
course of disengagem ent, Amer­ 
ican forces are at their lowest 
mum eric a I level in more than 
four years. So are battlefield 
cav allies 
The direct American effort is 
generally dated 
from .Jan. i, 
1961. That year JI Americans 
were killed in action. In 1968, 
the ‘oil was near 15,(HK). That 
was the peak year; this year’s 
drat'ha have been less than a 
third of the 1968 total. 
I \ all more than 41.000 Amer­ 
icans have been killed jn action 
in lo years. The total of Ameri­ 
can 
lives 
lost, counting acci­ 
dents and discase, lias reached 
53.000 in tabulations of the U.S. 
Command. 
The focal po iri of U.S. in­ 
volvement in the war has subtly 
shuted for the tim e being to a 
6.000-mile network of mountain 
passes, dirt roads 
and 
river 
crossings in the southern pan- 
b ancile <r Uaos called the Ho Chi 
Minh trail. It is North Viet­ 
nam ’s highway into the South. 
Action in South Vietnam has 
been scaled down to alm ost en­ 
tirely small ir,>it clashes during 
the past year, but the United 
States is still uncertain of the 
Communist side’s intentions. 
Hopes have beet abandoned 
for a m ilitary victory. U.S. offi­ 
cials are pessimistic about a po­ 
litical settle men1. 
“ We wil come to a situation 
where we have neither w ar nor 
peace.” says President Ngu>en 
Van Thieu, whose Saigon re 
g m e has U.S. hacking.

Q — Are the tax rates on 
1970 income any lower than last 
year’s? 
A — Several changes will 
lower 
taxes 
for 
millions 
of 
people when they file their 1970 
returns. 
First, the income tax sur­ 
charge is 2 per cent for 1970 
compared to IO per cent in 1969, 
Second, the amount that may 
be claimed for each exemption 
is 1625 on 1970 returns, up from 
$600 a year ago. 
These two changes will reduce 
taxes 
on 
millions 
of 
1970 
returns. 
In addition, an estimated six 
million taxpayers will not have 
to file a retain i, as they had 
been required to do in 1969. In 
this 
group 
are 
part-time 
workers, students awl others 
w-lth low income. 


Single persons under 65 years 
of age will not have to file 
returns 
until 
their 
income 
reaches $1,700 ($2,300 if 65 or 
older). Returns previously had 
to be filed when income reached 
$600. Married persons from the 
s'ame household entitled to file 
a joint return do not have to 
file until their income reaches 
$2,300 under the new tax laws 
($2,900 if one spouse is 65 
or 
older, $3,500 if both aro 65 or 
older). 
But anyone who has a refund 
coming 
because 
taxes 
were 
withheld will have to file a 
return to obtain it. 
Q— Is tile cost of fixing up 
my bum deductible? 
A — Repair and maintenance 
to buildings and equipment used 
in 
farming 
are 
deductible 
business 
expenses. 
However, 
when expenses of this nature 
materially add to the value of 
the 
property 
or 
appreciably 
extend its life, they must be 
capitalized. 
For example, if you repair 
the roof of your bam , the ex­ 
pense 
is 
deductible. 
If you 
replace the roof, the cost must 
bt' capitalized. 
Q — My daughter has taken 
a part-time job for the holidays. 
Is there a limit on liow much 
she can make without costing 
me the exemption I claim for 
her? 
A — lf your daughter is under 
19 at the end of the year or 
qualifies as a full-time student, 
the amount of her earnings will 
not affect tile exemption you 
claim 
for 
her. 
The 
other 
dependency tests must continue 
to be met, however. 
Q — My company is sending 
me To Europe for a few months 
starting in January. Does the 
IRS have any overseas offices 
where I can get tax help? 
A — Yes. there are several 
overseas offices of the IRS to 
help U.S. taxpayers abroad. In 
addition, the IRS sends teams 
of taxpayer service personnel 
abroad each year to visit major 
cities to provide tax help. 
Check with your U.S. Em­ 
bassy or Consulate office for 
details. You can also obtain tax 
forms from theses offices if you 
need them. 
Keep in mind that taxpayers 
out of tile country April 15 have 
an automatic extension until 
June 15 to file their returns.
